SUEZ CANAL II, 

Sir Theodore Angier has a-good deal to do 
yet before he gets his second Suez Canal. It 
seems to be clear that the directors of the | 
present canal—as is the way of monopolists— 
have not treated customers with the considers- 
tion which might be expected. In defiance of 
the agreement of 1883, they have increased the 
dividend beyond 15 per cent.—to 26, in point 
of fact—without first reducing the tonnage 
dues to 5 francs, At the same time, the build- 
ing of another canal seems a somewhat extreme _ 
remedy.

FINANCIAL ADVISER’S NOTE. 
(Continued from page 5.) 
PENSIONS. 


The Pension charge for 1905 reaches a total 
of L.E.425,000, or an increase of L.E.9,000. The 
state of the pension laws is highly unsatis 
factory : the charge is a heavy one, while the 
scale in.some respects at least is far from libe 
ral. The question is one that can only be dealt 
with, as past failures show, with the utmost 
caution and after careful study. It is occupying 

_ the attention of the Government. 
P OF INTEREST TO ALL. . 

The following remarks will be of very.general 
interest to employés in business as (well as in 
the Government Service :— 3 

During the past year complaints have been 
made in almost every department of tho 
Government service that in view of the enor- 
mously, increased cost of living, the scale of 
salaries, fixed in days when life was cheaper, 
was becoming increasingly inadequate. In the 
case of technical men such as engineers, the 
Government had no choice butto grant an 
increase at once, and the same has been done 
for the medical staff, and in some degree for 
the judicial body: at what cost the above 
figures show. Not more than two or three of 
the Europeans other than those just mentioned 
have had their pay raised, but increase of 
business has necessitated some increase in 
numbers. ’ 

Except in the police, the army, and toa 
lesser extent in some other departments, it 
has been impossible to do anything to improvo 
the pay ot quite the lower class of employés. 
Rather piteous appeals have been received 
from these and a Committee has been appoint: 
ed to study the whole question with a view of 

ualising. the conditions obtaining in tho 
Siferent Ministries, and recommending an 
increase where necessary. Their report will be 
to hand early next year, and the Government 
will lose no time in taking such steps as may 
be deemed advisable, but it mast be borne in 
mind that anything in the shape ofan all-round 
increase ot pay would be enormously costly 
and thatthe Government funds dre not unlimit- 
ed. Besides it is a fact that can hardly be 
gainsaid that very many in the lower ranks of 
officialdom, badly as they may be paid, are 
paid a good deal more than their work is 
worth. In not a few of the Administrations 
increased pay ought certainly not to be given 
unless incréased efficiency is obtained in return, 
Moreover, an all-round increase should, and 
indeed must, include not only the smaller 
employés but also those of higher rank who, 
though receiving salaries which look well on 
paper, are a8 a matter of fact more hardly hit 
by the rise in the cost of living than some of 
those ho ery out the loudest. 

iURT OF ALEXANDRIA. 

In dealing with the extraordinary expendi 
tire chargeable to the new Reserve Fund in 
1905, the Adviser remarks ;— 

The Port of Alexandria figures for a sum 
of L.E. 158,000, although within thé Jast four, 
years considerably over L.E. 500,000 has been 

t on it. But such has been the rapidity 
with which trade has increased that even this 
heavy expenditure has proved inadequate to 
keep pace with requirements of commerce. 
During last autumn the port was blocked to 
such an extent that timber ships were kept 
waiting for days and even weeks before they 
could unload. ‘This state of affairs was due 
partly to the increase of traffic consequent 
on the cessation of the strike at Marseilles ; 
partly to the apathy of the Alexandrian 
merchants, who provide neither sufficient 
lighters to land their goods nor sufficient carts 
to carry them away, partly also no doubt to 
insufficiency of quay room, to want of railway 
rolling stock and to too lenient Port regala- 
tions. To rémedy these inconveniences the 
Government has decided, as soon as an agree- 
ment has been come to with the principal 
timber merchants, to construct new quays at 
Gabbari ata cost of LE. 180,000. (This sum 
does not appear in the printed Budget.) The 
Railway Adininistration has been authorised 
to proceed at once with the purchase of 
additional rolling stock, and new Port regnu- 
lations will shortly be promulgated. It is 
hoped that these measures, together with the 
co-operation which the Government has a 
right to expect from the merchants, will do 
much to relisve the congestion of traffic. 

EGYPT AND THE SUDAN. 

Apropos of L.E. 811,000 for the Suakin- 
Atbara line and of LE. 150,000 for Sheikh 
“Barghout chargeable to the new Reserve Fund, 
Mr. Corbett gives the following opinions on 
the relations of the Sudan to Egypt :— 

The wisdom, indeed the imperative neces- 
sity, of extensive capital expenditure in the 
Sudan is not always clearly recognised. It 
sounds plausible enough to say that Egyptian 
«money would be better employed in Egypt 
than in a distant province the very name of 
which is hateful to the dweller on the Lower 
Nile. But such arguments can mislead none 
but the most ignorant. By whatever name it 
may be called the land watered by the Nile, 
from the Abyssinian mountains and the Great 
Lakes down to the shores of the Mediterranean, 
forms one integral and indivisible whole. In 
these days of scientific engineering the Powar 
that rules the upper waters of the Nile 
controls the whole water supply of Egypt. 
The possession of the Sudan is necessary, nay, 
more necessary to Bgypt than the possession 
of Alexandria. This being so it would bea 
shortsighted policy that would grudge the 

diture of capital to secure the develop. 
ment ofa country with the future of whidh 
that’ of Egypt is so indissolubly bound up. 
Again, to put it on the lowest ground 
money invested in the Sudan yields an ex 
cellent return and the more rapidly the country 
is developed the svoner the time will come 
when Egypt will be able first to reduce, and 
than to suppress, the substantial annual’ sub- 
vention which she now pays to meet the 
Sudan deficit. Year by year the Sudan budget 
shows steadily inéreasing i d with

FINANCLAL ADVISER’S NOTE, 
Hie Note of the Financial Adviser was pub

As we published in our 
f Saturday last an extract dealing with 
subject from Sir Eidon Gorst’s contribu- 
to the new edition of Lord Milner’s work 
gypt, there is no need for-us to repeat Mr. 
Corbet’s review except to quote the fullowing 
epitome of the finaucial results’ of the 

ANGLO-FKENCH AGREEMENT, 

Independently of the fact that Egypt will 
heuceforward have the disposal of her own 
revenues with all .the obvious advantages 
which this impues, ‘the uet financial resuit 
of the new arraygement may be summed up 
as being the addiuon of some LK. 6,704,000 
to the Keserve Fund in the hands of the 
Government and a decrease of annual ex- 
peuditure equivalent to an increase of reve- 
nue of about. Lk. 265,000. Although the 
capital gum set free is considerable and 
although the General Reserve of the Govern- 
ment is nothing more than the accumulated 
surplus of the last- few years, yet in view 
of the fuct that the Egyptian Government 
is still hampered by the terms of the Im- 
perial Firman of Investiture of April 14th, 
1892, which probibits it° trom contracting 
loaus, it has been decided to endeavour to 
maintain that fuud at as high a figure as 
possible. It will be drawn on with great 
caution and, except when urgent necessity 
compels a deperture from the rule, only for 
such remiuneérative purposes as would under 
normal conditions justify the employment of 
borrowed capital, It will be credited with 
such budget surpluses as may be realized from 
time to ume as well as with the interest on its 
own invested balances. ‘I'he Decree of 28th 
November theretore only directly affects the 
budget for 1905 in so far as it permits 
(independently of the probable increase of 
revenue) an addition to the expenditure 
during the year of some L.E. 265,000. 

The Note being too long to admit of re- 
production én ertenso we will extract the pas- 
sages of the greatest interest :-— 

1903-1904, 

The Nile flood of 1903 was late, but of 
average volume ; and the financial results ot 
1404 promise to exceed by more than L.E. 
1,QU0,000 those ut 1903, which was itself 
recurd year. ‘Lhe figures of revenue are :—

‘There was an increase under practically 
every head, the mgin sources of revenue being 
those which gave the must striking results, 
The receipts trom the Land ‘lax increased by 
L.E. 100,000; from ‘the Customs by LE. 
150,000 ; from ‘Tobacco by L.£, 100,000 ; from 
the Railways by L.5. 280,000. 

The Revenue of 1903-exceeded the estimates 
by nearly LE. 1,500,000; the Revenue tor 


“1904 will in all probability exceed the estimates 


by nearly L.E. 2,000,000. 
1905. 

The country has advanced in prosperity by 
leaps and bounds,’ but it is wise to remember 
that the ulmust sensational results of the last 
few years are due in part at least to adveuti- 
tious causes’ on the permanent continuance 
of which it would be imprudent. to- count. 
Stable government, security of life and pro- 
perty, impartial administratiun of the law,fiscal 
reform and the introduction of foreign capital 
have all had their share in promoting the eco- 
nomic development of Kyypt, but in the face 
of a permanent remission of taxation durivg 
the last 20 years, estimated at more than L.E. 
1,600,000 a year, these causes would hardly 
in themselves have been sufficient to raise the 
revenue from L.E.10,431,000 in 1895 to some- 
thing like L.E.13,500,000 in 1905 had it not 
been for the enormous returns resulting from 
the cultivation of cotton. 

COTTON, 

Commenting on the amount and value ofthe 
votton crop. according to the export figures of 
the Customs Returns during the last 10 years 
Mr. Corbet remarks :— 

There are not wanting signs that the profits 

from this source cannot be relied on to in- 
crease indefinitely in the same proportion. The 
following table shows the area under cotton 
with the quantity of the crop according to the 
statisties of the amount received at Alexandria 
from the interior since 1902 :—

The figures relating to the area under cotton 
are those of the Direct Taxes’ Department of 
the Ministry of Finance, based on the declara- 
tions of the cultivators. They are almost 
certainly an. anderestimate, but for purposes 
of comparison may be taken as approximately 
correct. 

It is too soon to express an opinion as to 
whether the diminution in the ratio of pro-

. duction to the area cultivated is owing to 


fortuitous conditions or to circumstances 
which due foresight and the application of 
scientific methods may be able to control, aud 
there is every reason to believe the cultivation 
of cotton will for many years to come continue 
to form a most profitable source of income to 
the people of Egypt, but at the same time, in 
obedienceto the elementary economic law of 
demand and supply, large profits induce com- 


petition, and it is probable that Egypti n 
cotton willin the not distant future have -o 
contend with “an increased production from 
foreign counties aud a consequent fall ir 
price. 
ESTIMATES FOR 1905. 

After noting the bad Nile and the catile 
piazue the Adviser continues :— 

‘D king: all these circumstances isto aveount 
the Government has not’ felt justified in 
launching into expenditure 


on an extravagant 
scale. The old tradition of cautions revenue 
estimates is maintained ; those of expenditure 
though apparently largely in ex 3 of past 
yearsate in fact swelled by the inclusion tor 
the first time ofa variety of items uot pre- 
viously brought into account. ‘The real in- 
crease is L.E. 604)878, as will be explained 
below. The aii 6f the Government in the 
present budget has been to. place clearly 
before the public the gross receipts, the gross 
expenditure, and the net surplus. With this 
object a sum of L.E. 275,109 has now for 
the first time been brought into account. Some 
few anomalies, the legacy of the abnormal 
conditions of past years, still remain, but they 
are insignificant in amount and will be correct- 
ed in future budgets.

The estimates of revenue and of expenditure 
are next discussed in detail. Leaving for 
further issues the publication of longer excerpts, 
we will merely reproduce those portions which 
are of popular interest. 

POLICE EFFICIENCY. 

The budget of the Ministry of the Interior 
is fixed at LK. 568,464 as against L.E. 489,694 
in 1904, ora total ditference ot L.E. 78,770. 
The increase in the Central Administration is 
nominally L.E. 18,092, of which L.E. 2,360 
were, however, formerly deducted from receipts, 
leaving a real increase of L.B. 15,732 due 
almost entirely to raising the strength and im- 
proving the pay ot the non-commissioned offi- 
cers and men ot the police. It has long been 
felt that in order to obtain reliable recruits for 
the force it would be necessary, in view of the 
rise in the rate of wages, to offer better pecu- 
niary inducement. ‘Ihe low rates of pay 
hitherto granted to the rank and file, P.'T. 150 
a month in Vairo, Alexandria and Port Said, 
and P.'I. 100 throughout the provinces, has 
made it impossible to attract desirable volun- 
teers. Consequently, except in Cairo and 
Alexaudria, where a certain number of ex- 
soldiers offer themselves for enlistment, the 
furce has to be recruited from men who, having 
completed their five years’ Army service, are 
passed into the Reserve, where they are liable 
to another period of five years in the police if 
required, 

As mentioned above a sum of L.E. 20 obtains 
complete exemption from military service, and 
the prosperity in the country is now such that 
none but the most indigent class of the popula- 
tion allow their sons to serve. 'I'hese men, 
though they profit somewhat by their army 
training, afford but poor material for police- 
men. As funds have become available, an 
effort has been made to improve the position

PROVINCIAL GHAFFIRS, 

The increase under the head of provincial 
administration and revenue service is L.E. 
83,896, of which L.E. 19,812 were formerly 
charged to receipts, leaving a real increase 
of LE. 64,084, of which L.E, 2,748 are for 
improving the scale of pay of Bashkatebs, Ma- 
mour markaz, etc., and L.K. 8,280 for the pay 
of clerks to the Markaz ‘I'ribunals. But far 
the most important addition is represented 
by a sum of L.E, 50,000, being the contribu- 
tion of the Government to the pay of pro- 
vincial ghatlirs. Precisely as in the case of 
the Army and of the Police it has been found 
that the pay ot P.'l. 60 per month hitherto 
allowed to the ghaffirs was insufficient to 
attract any but the lowest and most disre- 
putable class of the community. In the inte- 
rests of public security it was necessary to 
make some improvement, and the pay has 
now been raised to an average of P.'I' 100 
per month. ‘I'he cost estimated at some 
L.E. 100,000 has been met by the above 
Goverment grant ot L.E. 50,000 and the in- 
crease of the local ghaffir tax for an equiva- 
jent amount. ‘I'he importance of an efticient 
ghafir staff, especiatly in times ot epidemic, 
can hardly be exaggerated and it is hoped 
that the results wil! justify the very considera- 
blé outlay involved. Ne 

A PLAIN ‘HINT. 

The contraband trade of hashish,chiefly from 
Greece and through the intermediary of Greek 
traders, has long been nothing short of a pub- 
lie scandal, It 1s confidently hoped that the 
Government of Athens will take the necessary 
steps to check an abuse which reflects most 
unfavourably on the fair tame of the Greeks in 
Eyypt, especially of the numerous aud respect- 
ed Hellenic community of Alexandria, the 
leaders of which ure no less interested than the 
Egyptian authorities in putting an end to the 
present deplorable state ot things. 

ARMY OF OCUUPAYION, 

In the early days of the Occupation, the 
yearly contribution of the Egyptian ‘I'reasury 
towards the expenses of the British garrison 
was & sum representing at the time the true 
extra cost of maintaining the then existing 
garrison, over and above that which would 
bave been incurred had "the troops been 
stationed in the United Kingdom. In 1885 an 
arraugement was made under which Eyypt 
puid a sum of £4 per head per’ month towards 
the expenses of the troops up to a maximum 
of £200,000. ‘This arrangement remained 
in force for two years, after which the sum was 
reduced to LH. 84,825. At this figure, 
independently of extraordinary expenditure 
connected with military operations in the 
Sudan, it has been allowed to remain ever: 
since, although it has been far from represent- 
ing the true extra cost of the garrison,

Training 
and instruction as well as increased pay are 
essential to any real improvement in the force;
